‘"A world war with two million 
German volunteers would have been 
impossible if there had been any dif­ 
ference between our people and our 
government,’’ he said today. 
“ The breach with America is the 
natural result of an English propa­ 
ganda operated for a score or more 
of years,” Stresseman asserted. “ The 
German parliament is based on the 
freest electoral system in the world. 
The kaiser is more limited in his use 
of power than the President of the 
United States.”

planted in potatoes and may 
seriously injure th e crop unless steps 
are taken to prevent it, Wallace -tilt­ 
ed. 
Wallace issued th e following tre a t­ 
ment a- advisable to eliminate scab: 
“ Be?fore planting, soak seed pota­ 
t o e s for about 2 h our- in a solution 
Aif four ounces of corrosive sublimate 
to 30 gal. of water, or for 2 h ours in 
a solution of one pint 40 per cent, 
formaldeh yde to 30 gal. water. Fath ­ 
er of th e formulas i- a good pre­ 
ventive of potato seal), but th e latter 
i- probably more successful.
